THE FARM ICE CROP. 


For securing the farm supply of ice 
a common cross cut saw will answer 
in place of a regular ice saw. A mark- 
er may be quickly made with a frame 
ref 2x6 sluff, and put together in the 
shape of a sled, but with a piece of old 
saw instead of runners on one side. 
On the other side fasten a plece of 
smooth iron to run in the last grove 
to act as a guide, Fasten a wooden 
handle to it. like a push cart, Start 
the first line with the afd of boards laid 
on the ice as a guide. The marker 
should be about two feet wide. Mark- 
ing both ways will measure off cakes 
two feel square, Then saw along the 
lines, following the marks carefully, 
and cutting the cakes square, so that 
they will store and pack woll. For 
pushing the cakes about fasten a plece 
el sharp iron to a long pole, Usual- 
ly a regular ice pole can be borrowed 
from some local ieeman, likewise & 
cuple of ice tongs lo help in loading 
the cakes into the wagon.

THE FARMER'S TABLE MANNERS, 


@ne of the neglecied arts in the farm 
home is politeness at the lable. “Eat at 
your own table as you would dine at the 
table of the king,” 

To be polite at table does not neces- 
sarily mean that one must be conversant 
with all the fads regarding the proper 
service and timely use of many articles 
of tableware, More important is the pro- 
per method of disposing of the food, but 
often the fads are more readily indulged 
in than true table manners, Table man- 
ners are based upon common sense and 
true politeness, and ne one need be em- 
barrassed to copy the well-bred customs 
of others. Well-bred people are always 
observant of little proprielies and prac- 
lice their table manners at home tho 
same as they do al a dinner party. 

Food should be ealen in a noiseless 
manner; carry the food to the mouth 
by the hand, never accommodating the 
mouth to the hand. Soup should be 
cen in a noiseless manner from the 
side of the spoon, Always ayoid scrap- 
ing the dish, Never help yourself to 
butter with your own knife, and never 
carry food to your mouth with a knife; 
the knife should be used for cutting and 
spreading alone, ‘The spoon should be 
removed from the cup before drinking 
one's coffee and placed in the saucer, 
bul afler one has finished the spoon 
should be placed in the cup. All food 
must be eaten with the fork and spoon; 
many dainties may be eaten with the 
finge 

An overloaded plate is bad form and 
is unappelizing. Bread should not be 
crumbled on the table, Elbows should 
not be placed upon the table and un 
pleasant topics of conversation should 
nol be introduced.

Tourists haying occasion to enlist the 
services of London “constable. if only 
} to inquire the way to some point of in- 
jievest, find them, as a rule, intelligent 
|and well posted, ‘This is because only 
men of intelligence and good character 
| are appointed, They gel upon the rolls 
after passing a rigid civil service exam- 
}ination and producing incontrovertible 
certifleates of character. Once ap- 
pointed, the conslable—as the London 
patrolman is called—is not dependent 
upon political favor. If he does his 


duty, he is sure of his position and a 
pension upon retirement. The discip- 
line of the force is severe; to take money 
from a liquor dealer, even for a legili- 
mate service, means instant dismissal. 

The London police know the history of 
the cily and the location of ifs famous 
places; they can direct one to the resi- 
| dence of a living celebrity or to a quaint 
nook immortalized by Dickens, And yet 
these men are wofully underpaid. Upon 
joining the force, the recruit must be 
content with 


A SALARY OF $330 A YEAR, 


and it is only afler a considerable term 
of service that he receives his maximum 
wage of $460. The pay of New York 
patrolmen ranges from $900, at the be- 
ginning, to $1,400 a year. A New York 
roundsman ets « $1,500; a sergeant,

force, a sergeant, corresponding with a

A WASTY PLIGHT. 


Lights were, waving and men wore

Superintendents, corresponding 
with captains in the American metro- 
polis, get $2,100, and the chief constable, 
or head of the force, receives $4,000, 
The difference between the pay of ofll- 
cers is not so great as between the men 
in the ranks on opposite sides of the 
ocean. 

It costs London taxpayers $9,331,145 a 
year to maintain the police force, of 


which amount $7,251,065 is paid for sal- 
aries. Unwillingness to increase this 


tax, rather than lack of appreciation of 
services rendered, is the obstacle 
“Bobby” encounters in seeking larger 
compensation for his work. The latest 
published statistics of the strength of 
London's police force was 31 superin- 
tendents, 539 inspectors, 2,148  ser- 
geants, and 14,129 constables or patrol- 
men. Five superintendents, 52 inspec- 
tors, 229 sergeants, and 1,627 constables 
were employed on special duties in con- 
nection with various government de- 
partments. ‘The remainder of the force 
looked after public welfare in the usual 
manner. 

Each member of the force is granted 
one day off each fortnight, so that one- 
fourteenth of the entire force is con- 
stantly on leave. Of course, & number 
of men are always away on sick leave 
in addilion, the average number being 
471 a day. The men of the force work

tends over a radius of 15 miles, from 
Charing Cross, and includes 699.42 sq. 
miles. This area is exclusive of the old 
section shown in the Cily ef London 
proper, which consists of one square 
mile in the heart of the great gathering 
of humanity. It has a population of 
26,897, and under the Lord Mayor has 
ils own separate and complete city 
government and its own police. All the 
remainder of the metropolis is com- 
posed of twenty or more separate cities, 
each with its own mayor, representative 
councils and olher municipal officials, 
put all together constituting that part 
commonly known as London, These 
different municipal communities, how- 
ever, have no control oyer the police 
that guard their streets. The Metro- 
politan force, as it is called, is directed 
by the national government through the 
office of the home secretary. It is a 
thoroughly efficient and honest force. 
There are no police scandals. Drunken- 
ness is punished by dismissal.  Strin- 
gent rules regulate financial dedlings 
belween policemen and the public, so 
that “Bobby” promptly pays his debts. 
Not only is he prohibited from taking 
money from a saloonkeper, but he can- 
not borrow from the keeper of a public 
house. Visitors to London have noticed 
that most policemen accept tips. If you 
ask him how best to proceed to some 
point of interest and reward his cour- 
teously given information with a shill- 
ing, he will touch his helmet and thank 
you. Willingness to accept tips is 
searcely surprising in men who may be 
compelled to support families on $460 
a year. For more important service 
rendered voluntarily or in the discharge 
of duty there is a class of rewards, but 
the general practice in the force is to 
report to headquarters Such rewards as 
have been given and secure permission 
to retain them, A constable or patrol- 
man instrumental in saving life in a 
street accident, is expected to report 
{he reward, if one is given. As a gen- 
eral thing the policeman is allowed to 
keep the reward; bul he cannot receive 
anything from people in the community 
which he is employed lo watch. In such 
cases he is supposed to be doing only 
his plain and paid duty,

in the streets of London has décreased 
of recent years, notwithstanding the in- 
crease of population and in the number 
of visitors, both from the English pro- 
vinces and from foreign countries. 
During 1904 the number of policemen 
injured while in the discharge of their 
duties reached 3,054. Of these, 346 were 
oul of service longer than a week. For 
its size London is remarkably free from 
serious crime. ‘There are pickpockets— 
students of the Fagan type—and sneak 
thieves in plenty; but the habit of met- 
ing out swift justice discourages greater 
crime. During 1901 there were reported 
from a population of over 6,000,000 
people, only 24 murders. Sixteen of 
these murderers were tried, and nearly 
all convicted. Six accused persons com- 
milled suicide, one escaped, and the 
other, a woman, was not proseculed, 
owing to the peculiar conditions of the 
case. In 1904 there were 20 murders re- 
ported. Twelve of these were arrested 
find 11 conveted. Altogether there were 
20,372 charges of serious crime brought 
to the attention of the authorities, Of 
these 14,491 persons were arrested, and 
10,380 were convicted.

pino Has Adopted Foreign Tools, 


Throughout the Oriental countries 
generally the superiority of the carpen- 
fer in the skilled labor class is marked 
and the rule has held good in the Fili- 
pines, cerlainly until very recently.

On earth excavation 
there is reluctance in adopting one of 
the while man's tools, his shovel, chiefly 
because of injurious effects on the soles 
of bare brown feet. 

As a machinist the native shows de- 
cided aptitude, but fails in steadiness as 
a general rule, Otherwise he displays, 
as do also the carpenter and the mason, 
the deep rooted fault of wastefulness of 
materials. So great is this fault now 
that the saving to the employer in cheap 
wages as compared with those paid to 
white workmen is oftentimes swallowed 
up in waste of materials. This is but 
another manifestation of immaturity 
which may perhaps be rectified wholly 
or in large part by suitable manual 
training at an early age.

BRANCH RAILWAYS. 


As was explained by Mr, Northrop 
in the House of Commons a few days 
ago, the Belleville ind North Hastings 
Railway received $6,800 a mile in 
municipal, Provincial and Federaj 
bonuses, or in all $149,000, The seven- 
mile stretch between Madoc and 
BHldorado was aided tothe extent of 
$12,900 a mile, in all $89,000 for 
this short section. Bat whencomplet- 
ed this section was operated jor a tew 
days only. and was then abandoned 
and allowed to fall into decay. 

Under the decisions of some of the 
State Railway Commissions, the 
Grand Trunk would be compelled to 
operate this branch road and to give 
an adequate service, The Central 
Railway Company of Towa had 
extended its line into Northwood in 
consideration of grants of land and 
payments of money. Later the Bur- 
lington, Clear Rapids & Northern road 
also extended its line from Manly 
Junction into Northwood over the line 
of the Central Railway. The Central 
passed into the hands ofa receiver, 
and was purchased by the Oentral 
Iowa Railway Company, which leased 
outright the section of road from 
Manly Junction to Northwood to the 
Burlington, Clear Rapids & Northern 
Railway. Shortly afterward the 
Central ceased to operate the short 
line, and thus Jeft Northwood with 
but one road where previously it had 
bad competing seryices.

the Commission, an entirely different 
corporation from the one that had 
made the contract with Northwood, 
claimed exemption from the terms of 
the contract. It was represented that 
this short line had been leased to an- 


other company, that it was, therefore, 
not subject to control by the Central, 
and that it was pores to operate 
a road which had been rented to an- 
other corporation, The Commission- 
ers, however held that all the duties 
and obligations assumed by the 
original company were binding upon 
its successor and that a railway had 
not the power to make a lease that 
would prevent it from carrying ont its 
contract obligations, Therefore the 
Central was under legal obligation to 
operate that portion of the road which 
had been abandoned. A similar judg- 
ment was returned against the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St, Paul Rail- 
way, which, asa result, continued to 
operate a_ portion of road over which 
trains had ceased running, 

Some of the American commissions 
also undertake to determine that an 
adequate service on branch lines shall 
be provided for the public. Asa re- 
sult of the increase of through business 
many roads have catered mainly to 
interstate traffic, and by encouraging 
fast and complete through services 
have robbed the branch lines of much 
of their efficiency. The Iowa Com- 
missioners, for example, have held 
that because a branch line is operated 
at aloss is no good reason for giving 
an inadequate service. 

In one of the judgments it is said: 
“It is becoming a conceded theory in 
railroading that lateral lines are profit- 
able as feeders, even if operated at a 
loss in themselves, Ti ace thrown 
out on either side to secure and occupy 
territory and shut out competition, 
They are frequently built mostly by 
local aid, ave the feeders that supply 
the main artery of trade with life and 
traffic, and are an individual part of 
the great system of which they are 
arms. The recent reports of the 
Union Pacific Railway show a number 
of branches whose earnings fail to puy 
the fixed charyes guaranteed by that 
company; and yet the traffic they 
bring the main line is conceded to be 
worth more than the guarantee, and 
they are regarded asa profitable part 
of the great system on that account.” 

It isheld to be obligatory tpon the 
railways to furnish to residents on 
branch lines means of easily reaching 
trade centres, county seats and other 
important points, and the opportunity 
to go and return on the same day, 

These judgments no doubt have 
been carefully examined by the Can- 
adian Oormmissions, and certainly 
there are many branch lines in Canada 
|to which the Board should give its 
early attention The chief grounds of 
complaint lie in the character of the 
cars provided and in the condition of 
the roadbed. Notwithstanding that

RICE VARIATIONS. 


Rice Balls.—To one pint of hot boiled 
rice add a large cupful of finely minced 
chicken, a well beaten egg, salt and pep- 
per to tasle, and sufficient cream sauce 
t) moisten it slightly. Mix together and 
set aside until cold. Form into small 
balls, egg and breadcrumb them, and 
fry in deep fat. Drain on unglazed pa- 
per and serve at once. 

Rice and Cheese Balls.—Add half a 
cupful of hard grated cheese to a pint of 
boiled rice, season with salt and a dash 
of cayenne. Add a well beaten egg and 
moisten with cream sauce, Form into 
small balls, egg and breadcrumb them, 
and fry in deep fat. 

Rice Wailles.—Soften a cup of boiled 
rice with the yolks of three eggs and two 
tablespoons of melted butter, Alternate- 
ly add two cupfuls of milk and one and 
one-half of flour, into which a heaping 
teaspoonful of baking powder has been 
mixed, and lastly the beaten whites, The 
wallles are baked quickly over a good 
fire in an iron thoroughly heated. Dust 
with powdered sugar and serve at once 
with maple sugar or with jelly. 

Rice with Mutton.—Line a buttered 
baking dish with a wall of rice an inch 
in thickness. Fill the centre with cold 
roast or boiled mutton, chopped small 
and freed from bone and gristle. Season 
te taste. Add a little onion juice and 
moisten with gravy. Cover with a layer 
of rice and bake, covered, in a moderate 
ovon for half an hour, Then remoye the 
cover, spread lightly with melted butler, 
and let stay in the oven until delicately 
browned, Serve hot with a tomato 
sauce, Chicken or veal may be used in- 
stead of the multon, 

Chicken in Rice Gups.This is a dell- 
cious breakfast or luncheon dish and also 
is an economical way of using small 
quantities of leftovers. To prepare it line 
small bultered cups with soft boiled rice 
n half inch in thickness, Fill the centre 
with cooked chicken, finely minced, deli 
cutely seasoned and slightly made moist 
with cream sauce or Guwcken broth, A 
few chopped oysters added the 
chicken improve the flavor.

P.USSIA WANTS TO FIGHT BRITAIN. 


Will Repudiate Recent Anglo-Russian 
Convention. 


A despatch from London says: Prof. 
Arminius Vambery, of Budapest, whose 
information and views upon intlerna- 
tional polilics command respect through- 
oul Europe, makes a gloomy prophecy. 
He declares that the recently made An- 
| o-Russian convention will be repudi- 
aled by Russla whenever she may con- 
sider such a course convenient. He 
asserts that Russia is preparing for a 
war against Great Britain os a means 
of diverting attention from internal re- 
volution. He adds: “Nothing could be 
more popular in Russia than a war 
with England, The Russian peasants 
have been educated to belleve that Rus- 
sla was not defeated ‘by Japan, but ‘n- 
directly by England. The new conven- 
tion may serve for a time, but it is not 
the sheet anchor England supposes it 
to be.” 


Mr. Asquith Introduces His Meagure in 
the British House of Commons. 


A despatch from London says: The 
country has long been Speculating on 
{he Governments promised Licensing 
Bill, dealmg with the liquor trade, 
which Chaneellir of the Exchequer As- 
quith introduced in the House of Com- 
ions on Thursday afternoon, It was 
known that it would be a drastic tem- 
perance measure, but few if any expect- 
«i such sweeping proposals as the 
Chancellor announced. 

If enacteed, the bill will reduce tho 
‘existing licensed houses in England 
and Wales by one-third; in other words, 
it will abolish about thirty thousand 
bare at which intoxicants are now sold. 
There will thus be one licensed house 
fo every 600 or 600 people in towns. 
and one for every 400 or 500 in the 
country districts, compared with the 
present general average of one for every 
$70 inhabitants. 

Compensation will be given to those 
who are dispossessed, this being levied 
@s now in certain cases upon the re- 
maining liconse holders, but after 14 
years no compensation will ‘be paid 
when a license is taken away, 

The granting of all future new licen- 


Ses will be the subject of local 

& poll being inves when rp ie 
and a simple majorily to decide, A ro 
fussl to grant a new license will be re 
scindable only after threo years by an- 
cther poll. Public houses outside .# 
London will be allowed to keep open 
cnly three hours on Sunday. 

With the view to preventing clubs 
from becoming virtually public houses, 
and evading the law, they are brought 
within the Act, and must renew thelr 
license annually, They must also sub 
mit to police inspection, There will 
be no exception, and the law will be 
epplicable to the fashionable clubs in 
Pall Mall and St. James Street equally 
with the workmen's beer clubs, : 

Justices of the peace will wholly act 
locally as the leensing authority. They 
are empowered to order children on- 
tirely excluded from bars, to close bara 
cm polling days, ond to decide whether 
women shall be employed as barmaids, _

“AS RIGHT AS RAIN. 


Everybody dislikes rain; nobody, €x- 
cept poets and gardening cranks, has 4 
good word to say for rain.

“As good as gold” is another senseless 
phrase. There are metals which are 
ever so much more yaluablo than gold. 
Why nol say “As good as platinum,” 
and relegate the overrated yellow metal 
to its proper place? 

On the other hand, a metal that is 
very much libelled is brass. “As bold 
as brass,” is héld to represent the very 
height of impudence. There seems to 
be no reason why brass should be looked 
upon as any bolder than copper, or 
aluminium, or bronze.

Anyone who 
has ever seen a cat, comfortably seated 
on a wall, at the foot of which a fran- 
tic dog is barking himself into a fit, 
weuld hardly deem her extraordinarily 
nervous. “Sulky as a bear with a sore 
head” seems as conspicuously lacking in 
sense as any of the instances already 
quoted. One may reasonably ask what 
animal, not excluding the

Another phrase that needs revision is

grig” is a mysterious phrase too, “AS 
warm as toast” one can readily under- 
stand, but not “As cold as charity.”

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STEERS BOAT BY MUSIC. 


Wonderful New Inyenticn Invented by 
an Englishman. 


The astounding feat ofisteering a boat 
by singing to it has been accomplished 
Ly means of mechanism invented by 
Mr. John Gardener, of Fleetwood, Eng- 
land, 

It is well known that vibrations are 
produced by sounds, Mr, Ganiener has 
Succeeded in condensing the minute 
tut widespread force of these vibrations, 
and has thus obtalned power which, 
through a simple electrical mechanism 
of his own, he turns to many uses. 

He sings, on a certain musical note 
—it must be a fixed note—by the sido 
of a pond, and the rudder of a little 
model boat, fitted with Mr, Gardeners 
mechanism, turns and steers her round, 
Or, at his pleasure, he can start or stop 
the propeller by the same mechanism. 

Mr, Gardner can fire a gun, light a 
lanyp, or ring a bell at a considerable 
distance by means of his invention, 

There is a far more important fu- 
ture before it, he claims, however, than 
is shown by those minor feats, Water 
is an excellent sound conductor, and 
by means of his invention—which prac- 
Uoally amounts to a very elaborate sys- 
tem of mechanical sound signals—Mr. 
Gardner believes he will 'be able to en- 
sure almost complete safely for vés- 
sels on the sea, 

The booming of submerged bell 
‘thnough the water from a lghtship 
would sot mechanism at work in the 
submerged roceiver of an approaching 
ship, which could be made to blow a 
whistle or give warning in some other 
unmistakable way. Thus the human 
element, with its chance of error, as 
well as the diMculties of fog, would bo 
removed, 

Submanine wireless telegraphy — of 
incalculable yalue to war vessels—can 
also, Mr. Gardner claims, be established 
hy means of his Invention. ,

HaArvey.—The Arnprior Chronicle 
of March 6th, contains the following 
obituary of Mr, John Harvey, brother 
of the late Arch Harvey, of Madoc, 
and cousin of Mr. John Stewart, of 
Madoc township: “The death 
occurred on Saturday morning last of 
Mr. John Harvey at his residence on 
Daniel street, at the age of 76 years. 
Mr, Harvey had been a sufferer more 
or less for some years from an affec- 
tion of the kidneys and some weeks 
ago the ailment became more acute 
Since the first of the year he has been

suffering considerably and some time 
ago his life was despaired of. He 
sallied, however, and became suffici- 
ently well to leave his room and in- 
deed to partake of his meals with the 
rest of his family. Late last week a 
gudden change caine over him and al- 
most before his eyer-watching atten- 
dants noticed it the death struggle set 
in and he passed away at an early 
hour on Saturday surrounded by his 
life’s helpmeet, his son, one daughter 
and the priest of his church. The 
news of Mr. Harvey's demise was & 
shock to the community, few of 
whom supposed that he was so seri- 
ously ill, He was a familiar figure on 
the streets and many will miss his 
kindly greeting and his friendly chat. 
Probably in Arnprior’s history it 
would be impossible to name a single 
individual who has given greater ser- 
vice to the -town, and much of the 
community’s progress and _ develop- 
ment may be attributed to his energy 
and his foresight. _ Although born in 
Iveland he is one of the pioneers of the 
Ottawa Valley and he came to Arn- 
prior when the place was but a ham- 
let, He came here an employee of the 
Federal government and as such he 
remained until his death, He was en- 
gaged as. slidemaster, having to do 
with the construction ot slides, piers 
and booms in this v:cinity and in such 
capacity he came into contact with a 
great many people by whom he was 
well and favorably known. He pos- 
sessed exceptional executive ability 
and as far back as the early sixties he 
was elected a member of the county 
council of Renfrew and Lanark, 
When <Acnprior became separated 
from McNab township Mr. Harvey 
was chosen by the citizens of the, vil- 
lage as their reeve and again when the 
place was incorporated as a town he 
was honored by being chosen as the 
town's first mayor. Besides filling 
acceptably the duties of the above- 
mentioned offices he also served the 
people to the very best of his ability 
as councillor and.as a member of the 
board of education, which latter 
office he held at the time of his death. 
In 1858 he married, choosing fora life- 
partner Margaret Prout, who sur- 
vives him, They were, marvied in the 
then little R. C, church by the Rey. 
Father Bovin and to the union there 
were born five children—one son and 
four daughters, As was to be expect- 
ed the cortege was a very lengthy one.

The annual report of this important 
local institution for the year 1907 bas 
just been completed and some of its 
statements should be of interest to 
most readers of THe REviEw. 

The financial balance at the begin- 
ning of the year was $52,34, on the 
wrong side of the ledger. This was 
evened up during the year, but at the 
end, owing to purchases of books in 
the autumn, had again got on to the 


wrong side and the year ended with 
an overdraft of $81.45. This will pro- 
bably be made good by midsummer 
and again recur, should the usual 
quantity of new books be again added 
to the shelves. The receipts for 1907 
were :—Fees from members and fines 
$101.50, Government Grant $50.98, and 
Grant from the Village Council $35.00. 
The expenses were :—Rent, light and 
heating, 2 years, $50, Salaries $39, 


Printing § ), Insurance $6,25, Card 
Index $2.65, Postage, _cartage, 
expre stationery, ete, $4.64, 


ooks, $110.55. 
The value of the books in the library 


is estimated at $1650, astd of the other 


assets $98. The number of volumes 
added in 1907 was 224, the total num- 
ber now on the shelves is 2,505, and 
the’number circulated during the year 
497. This last. number shows a fall- 
ing off from 1906 avhen it was 5503, 
The number of members who sub- 
seribed to the library during the year 
was 154, but the subscriptions were 
largely for shorter periods than the 
whole year. 

The officials for the year 1908, 
chosen at the annual meeting in Jan- 
uary, are: The Rev. Chas, F, Young, 
Chairman; F. G, Cottle, Esq., Secre- 
tary; and Everett Givens, Esq,, 
Treasurer. 

The year on the whole may be pro- 
nounced a prosperous one, ‘The num- 
ber of readers is enlarged, their inter- 
estis not abating. They show an im- 
proving taste in their selections and 
the library every year places an in- 
creased variety of books at their dis- 
posal. It is to be hoped that their 


numbers will be greatly enlarged dur= 


ing the current year as this is the 
chief source of the Library's income, 
and that the Village Council will still 
continue to take an interest in it, for 
without their aid the supply of new 
books each year would have to be 
much curtailed. It’s patrons seem to 
be more and more impressed each 
year with its importance to the com- 
munity, and this augurs well for its 
future prosperity.

The sort of shadow we are casting 
depends, to a certain extent, upon treat- 
ment, but mostly upon character, If 
parents have cultivated in themselves a 
spirit of unselfishness and of love their 
children will unconsciously breathe in 
the same spirlt—it is the atmosphere 
of the home fn whieh they live. 

If we cultivate a spirit of contentment 
énd of cheerfulness we will unconsct- 
cGusly exhale the same spirit. If we 
cultivate within ourselves the spirit of 
leve and of meekness and of peace, 
clhers will fecl better because we have 
passed by—they will percoive that we, 
tco, have been “with Jesus.”

room. “Jesus saith unto him, Go thy 
way; thy son liveth’ (4. 50). 

Lesson VIII. gives us the healing of 
the impotent man at Bethesda, in 
which the compassion of the Christ is 
» striking feature. It does not appear 
that the poor man asked the Saviour 
fcr any help. But when Jesus saw him 
lying there in his misery he opened the 
interview himself, and revealed his ten- 
der pity for him, and healed him per- 
fectly. Key-verse: “Arise, take up thy 
bed, and walk" (5. 8). 

Lesson IX. presents another vicw of 
the great Revealer. He is now on the 
east s'’o of the Sea of Galilee, follow- 
ed heedlessly by a great multitude of 
men, women ind children. ‘They are 
fa‘ from home and have nothing to eat, 
Hie takes the iniliative, recognizes the 
suffering of the people, and becomes a 
revelation of God the Proyider to them. 
He is now ministering to health rather 
than to disease, and he teaches the les- 
son of the goodness of God in providing 
for our daily needs; “Jesus therefore 
fook the loaves; and having given 
thanks, he distributed to them that was 
set down; likewise also of the fishes as 
much as they would” (6. 11), 

Lesson X. follows this with the spirl- 
tual interpretation of the miracle. Our 
daily bread is the token of Jesus, who 
is the bread of life, bestowed by the 
same Father, who made us and provides 
for us. We réceive him by faith, which 
apprehends the unseen. The bread thal 
perishes is visible: not so “the food 
which abideth unto eternal life.” But 
this latter fs the true object of our high- 
est and hardest labor. All who would 
de the work of God must accept this 
bread of heaven. “This is the work of 
God, thet ye belleve on him whom he 
hath sent" (6, 29). 

Lesson XI. furnishes us with a strik- 
ing proof of the divinily of the greal 
Healer, No human power could open 
the eyes of the man born blind. Jesus 
tells us that the work that is made 
manifest in him is tho work of God. It 
was so taken by the man and by the 
Pharisces, There was no other expla- 
nation of it possible. There cun be 
vo clearer test of divinity than that 
one should held in his hand the power 
of God, and use {tf upon occasion. 
“Jesus answered, Neither did this mun 
sin, nor his parents; but that the works 
ef God should be made manifest in 
him" (9, 3). 

All in One. The Quarter's lessons 
may be summed up in this: “Jesus 
Christ, the life and the light of men.’ 
The Golden Text teaches us this: “In 
him was life; and the life was the light 
ef men” (1. 4). The same summation 
appears in a text near the end of the 
Quarter: “I am the light of the world: 
he that followeth me shall not wall in 
Carkness, but shall have the light of 
life" (8. 12),

One pair 
of rats. he said, under favorable con- 
ditions would produce 800, each ono 
of which might become a vehicle of the 
most awful scourge that could aMict 
humanity. 

The raty he told his audience, had 
teen proven to be mainly responsible 
for the propagation of the plague in 
India and had there caused the death 
0’ 5,250,000 people since 1896. The ral 
was the great reservoir of diseases, and 
the flea was the channel for its carri- 
age, and if plague was to be got rid 
of they must fill up the reseryotr—stamp 
out the rat.

A Good Soda Cake.—Three-quarters 
of pound of flour, three ounces of 
Jard or butter, a quarter of a pound of 
sugar, five ounces of currants, diltlo 
sullanos, a piece of candied lemon peel, 
a quarter of an ounce of caraway seeds, 
a sinall teaspoonful of carbonate of 
soda, two teaspoonfuls of vinegar, and 
half a pint of milk. Wash and dry the 
currants and sultanos. Rub the lard

The Chinese court is one of the proud- 
est in the world, honestly believing it- 
self to be without a rival in dignity or! 
in resources or in a kind of divine right} 
to_primacy among the nations, says the 
London Spectator. It is as impatient of 
threats from merchants as we once were} 
of threats from French colonels, and, 
though owing to a long tradition of 
mililary weakness, it finds evasion and 
trickery easier than defiance, it would, 
if it dared, prefer to wrap ilself up in a 
kind of deaf pride and leave the bar- 
barians {to complain as long as they 
pleased without result. 

It has always hitherto considered any 
appeal to foree as vulgar and violent, 
but the success of the Japanese, both in 
importing western civilization and win- 
ning battles, has acted in Peking as the! 
solvent of those old prejudices. ‘The! 
statesmen who govern, forced by the 
svounded pride of their subjects, who! 
rage at their submissiveness, are willing 
to accept “reforms,” but intend by re- 
forms something very different from the 
meaning usually assigned to the word 
in Europe. 

They are seeking for more indepen- 
dence; that is. for better means of defy- 
ing or punishing pressure from the bar- 
barian world. If they could but secure 
an army and a fleet like those of Japan 
they would be content to leave all other 
reforms unsoughl. 

The Boxer movement, which was a 
spontaneous as well as a fierce one, was 
not a movement for more liberty, but 
was an effort to compel the court to rid 
itself of the foreigner and his influence. 
It is an army, not a constitution, which 
the governor-general of Pechili is try- 
ing to found, and il is by no means clear 
that he will not succeed in founding it. 
Some European observers say his new 
forces, 120,000 strong, are extremely 
avell drilled, fairly officered and provided 
wilh all necessary munitions. 

China has large undeveloped re- 
sources,. and a mobile army, even 
though small, is a most efficient instru- 
ment for raising taxes. ‘The court, too, 
has had two experi¢nces which have dis- 
sipated many of ils lurking fears, It 
used to dréad Russia exceedingly, and it 
has Seen the Russian urmies driven back 
by Mongols like ils own subjects, men, 
indeed, whom it has been taught by | 
tradition to regard as the inferiors of 
’hinese . At the same lime, it has found 
«hat ils own ability is a formidable in- 
strument of defence. It saw quile as 
clearly as the European statesmen that 


a more dangerous enterprise than Eur- 
ope would consent to undertake, 

Within a few years, therefore, the 
army of China may be increased to 500,- 
000 men, and an invasion of the country 
will be os nearly Impossible as, ever 
since the retreat of 1812, the invasion of 
Russia has been held to be by all ser- 
With that foree the court 
will feel safe, and every grandee of a 
foreign ambassador will be reduced to 
a kind of glorified disputant on inlerna- 
tional law.

“What is the matter?” is surely expli- 
cit enough. Why, therefore, say “\What- 
ever is the matter?” But worse than this 
is the slipshod “You will never do thal?” 
rather than “You don’t intend doing 
thal?” or “Nothing would surely per- 
suade you fo do that?” perhaps follow- 
ed, on the unexpected arrival of a 
friend, by “That is never you!” or, “You 
are quite a stranger!” 

I haye on one occasion heard a wo- 
man of outward refinement and amaz- 
ingly careful manner observe: “You 
must take those gloves off Edith; they 
will fit you belter than they do her.” 

My gardener having informed me a 
few days previously that he had had 
Some plants “off’ another gardener, 1 
was able fo understand the meaning 
the expression was intended ta convey. 

My plea is, first of all, for greater 
care in avoiding the use of second-rate 
expressions, a care specially néeded 
among those whose circle of acquain- 
tances is small. In addition, it is al- 
ways worth while to know the meaning 
of the words we use. 


A FAMOUS NOVELIST, 


whose books are just now widely read. 
has literally strewn the pages of one o! 
them with a word which a glance at the 
dictionary would have told her has a 
very unpleasant meaning, quile other 
than that she attributes to it. 

It is even desirable to avoid such very 
common errors as “it apeared to be a 
paradox,” “mutual friends,” “a limited 
income,” “a verbal message,” “replaced 
by another,” “entirely decimaled,” etc. 
A-paradox is “a seeming absurdity,” 
therefore a thing either is or is not a 
paradox—it cannot seem to be a seem- 
ing absurdily. Friendship may be mu- 
tual, bul df two people know another 
person they haye a common, and nol a 
mutual, friend. “A limiled income” may 
be a very large one, for limited is the 
contrary to unlimited, and is not sy- 
nonymous wilh small. “A verbal mes- 
sage’ means a message in words, and 
may be. eilher written or spoken. If 
spoken it is an oral message. The daily 
papers in their Parliamentary reports 
are correcl in referring to “questions no! 
orally answered,” and their reporters are 
among the few who use the word in its 
true sense. To “replace” a thing is to 
put it back where it was. A Prime 
Minister resigns, bul he is afterwards 
replaced in office, Thus replace is not 
synonymous with subslitule, 

“To decimate is to lake one-tenth, so 
an army if decimated has lost 
A TENTH OF ITS MEN. 

I have too many weak spots in my 
own English to do more than draw at- 
tention to common mistakes, into many 
of which I have myself fallen, some- 
times to be dragged out again by a 
mark of exclamation and a comment in 
the margin by a much tried editor, and 
to this salulary treatment I owe, al any 
rate, a diminution in my verbal errors.

SOME CRAFTY MYSTERIES] 


MAORI PRIESTS WERE MASTERS OF 
MANY STRANGE GIFTS, 


Many Apparent Woncers Can Now be 
Explained by the Knowledge 


of Hypnotism. 


What in the past has been termed 
magic presents itself now to the scienti- 
fic mind as an imperfect use of forces 
the full knowledge of which we have 
yel to acquire. The Maori priest of 
eld, or tohunga, as he was called, was 
master of many powers which can now 
be explained by hypnotism, although 
his methods of pretending to obtain 
messages from the gods were doubtless 
duc to craft. Ventriloquism also was 
practised by the priests, particularly 
when communication was desired with 
a deceased relative, There remains, 
however, @ mass of evidence proving 
that these men possessed powers which 
can only be explained by processes in- 
fo which we are only now beginning 
fo have any insight. 

Many while men are familiar with 
tome of the oulward forms of the ob- 
‘servances of the Maori priests, but «f 
the inner meaning and origin of their 
ritual we know nothing. In the teach-

It supplied to the Polynesian mind an 
oulward sign connecting the cause and 
effect, The old time Maori believed, in- 
deed, that the karakia, the form of 
words used, wrought the desired effect 
and the efficacy of this incantation de- 
pended on the absolute fidelity with 
which the formula was\ pronounced. 

The action of Christ in‘destroying the 
barren fig tree presents an exact il- 
lustration of this destroying by the pow- 
er of the will which their word hoa 
covers. The latest guess of scientists, 
that every existing object in the uni- 
verse is composed of one element, and 
that the unit of that element is the elec- 
tion, leads one to the gate of a field 
of speculation in which the mind may 
wander far. 

If the pupil was successful in the 
Stone test he was next made to try his 
péwers on some animate object, such as 
u flying bird, the process being the 
same as before. According to the Ma- 
cri, the bird was always killed if the 
pupil was proficient. Or he might have 
a fleeing enemy and cause him to be 
seized with all those agonies of retard- 
ation which we are all familiar with 
when suffering from nightmare. 

Then came the fina] test, the pupil 
being ordered to exercise the power of 
willing to death some near relative cf 
his own in order to show that in the 
exercise of his powers he could rise su- 
perior to the feelings of natural affec- 
tion. This was the dread makuka, and 
il is well known that if a Maori believ- 
ed he was bewitched he was sure to 
die. Here we see the effect of hypno- 
lism and suggestion, conveyed by tele- 
pathy. Sometimes a priest who con- 
sidered himself deeply alfronted has 
Leen know to /will to death a whole 
family for the act of one individual, 
and all, even the babe at the breast, 
have willed away. ;

Adyanc- 
ing a few paces from the dead body, 
the priest began to recile a powerful in- 
cantlation, intent on making the de- 
ceosed give some sign, the eyes of all 
present being fixed on the slain wir- 
rior. Presently the corpse was observ- 
ec to moye Slightly to one side, on 
which a@ great cry of joy arose from the 
yeople. ‘The movement was interpre- 
fed as a sign of fulure viclory. This 
feat was often performed by the to- 
hunga of olden times. 

Tohalo was the Inst of the old tohun- 
gas. The number of his years could 
hardly be guessed al; he was almost * 
Methuselah of the Maori, his race, and, 
careless as to his personal appearance. 
he wore his hatr long, I visited him 
several times in ‘the °70's, but so ox- 
fremely sacred was his person thal it 
was only after repeated delays that I 
was allowed to see him; indeed, he con- 
sidered that white people were not {it 
to associate with, as they had no 6ys- 
tern of tapu, nor did they regard things 
which were tupu to the Maori with any 
reverence. I was deeply interested in 
his manifestations, partly for their 
Strangeness and partly, -perhaps, be- 
couse I had myself assimilated many 
of the Maori superstitions by the mere 
force of propinquity. 

From the first he had resisted al) ef- 
forts of the missionaries to induce him 
lo abandon his‘ancient faith for Chris 
tianity. As he had a large following, 
who, for his sake, refused to recog- 
nize Christianity, his conversion was 
greatly desired. New Zealand's great 
est bishop laid siege to the old heathen 
Ot Makola, that tree-clad isle in Lake 
Roturna, to which the beautiful Hine- 
moa swam. For hours ‘the bishop en- 
deavored to win the priest over, But 
his powers of persuasion—how great 
these were is well known—for once 
foiled ulterly,

FLEW A HUNDRED YARDS. 


Professor Bell's New Acrodrome Makes 
a Record. 


A despatch from Hammondsport, N. 
‘., Says: Professor Alexander Graham 
Bell's new aerodrome, the Redwing, on 
‘Thursday, in the presence of a commit- 
fee of the Aerial Experiment Associa- 
tion and a number of other spectators, 
flew a distance of 318 feet 11 inches at 
a height of from ten to twenty feet. The 

machine is equipped with an cight- 
cylinder motor, and fogether with its 
operalor weighs 560 pounds. It sailed 
through the air at a speed of from 
twenty-five to thirty miles an hour. 

After having covered the distance men- 
tioned, a portion of the tail gave way, 
and the aerodrome was brought down 
for repairs.

THE PROBLEM OF SLEEP.

Mr. Grayboy Disturbed by the Varia- 
tions in is Hours of Rest. 


“In these later years,” said Mr, Gray- 
boy, “I have found that I required less 
sicep. When I was younger I used to 
sleep eight hours, and frequently when 
I was very tired I could use nine; but 
there came a time a few years ago when 
T discovered that seven hours sleep was 
ordinarily all that I required, 

“Now, I mentioned this fact, casually, 
one day,<to a friend of mine, and he 
sald that this was one of the benefits 
that came to men as they increased in 
y<ars; that requiring less sleep they had 
more time for labor and so could accom. 
plish more, and that this was one rea- 
son why men of maturer years were 
counted as of greater value, 

“A pleasant fancy, that, I thought. 

“Another friend of mine said more 
plainly that my requiring less sleep 
was a sign of my advancing age; that 
very young people, young children, re- 
quired a great deal of sleep; that as 
people grew older they required less,

A WITTY JUDGE. 


His Conclusions on the Evidence of 
Ditto and True. 

The late Hon. Noah Davis, well 
known throughout the country as the 
judge who tried and sentenced Boss 
Tweed, was justly celebrated in many 
ways. He was of that type of jurist 
for which western New York wis 
famed during tli half century follow- 
(ng 1850. Orleaus county is proud of 
him as one of her noblest and most dis- 
tinguished sons. He was slightly 
above medium height, full habited. 
large head, fine, clean cut face—indeed, 
a striking figure in any community. Ie 
was a well read lawyer, an honest, 
fair minded judge, with 1 keen sense 
of humor and witha! something of a 
writer and poet. The following lines 
from his pen,, written on the spur of 
the moment and in the midst of a trial, 
illustrate the alertness and quality of 
his mind. They are perhaps the besi 
play upon words of which we have any 
record in the English language. 

It was at the Niagara circuit in the 
early seventies. Judge Davis presided. 
An action in ejectment was called. 
The dispute was over a party wall or 
a divfsion line. It was purely a ques- 
tion for the civil engineer. The divi- 
sion line established and the case was 
won. The defendant's attorney, realiz- 
ing this, called as expert witnesses the 
Hon. John A. Ditto, city engineer of 
Buffalo, and the Hon. A. R. True, the 
engineer who constructed 
lever bridge over Niagara river at the 
falls. They were two of the most eml- 
nent clyll engineers in the state, They 
made a survey of the premises and es- 
tablished the division line as contended 
for by the defendant and when called 
to the witness stand so testified, giving

Renfrew, Ont., March 16.—A fine of 
$5 and costs was imposed on Principal 
Ramsuy, of the public school, for chas- 
tising Samuel Dempsey, 14 years of 
age, son of Sheriff Dempsey. Mr, T. 
W. McGarry, K.C., appeared for the 
prosecution, and Mr, E. J. Stewart 
for the defendant.

Death. 
“BIG SAM” M'COY CREMATED IN ORE- 
GON HOTEL FIRE, 
| 
A copy of the Astoria Daily Budget, | 
, Oregon, conveyed 
| the sid news to Mr. John Melflroy, of 
this town, of the tragic death of Sam- 
uel McCoy, who lost his life in a hotel 
fire in that town, “Big Sam,” as he 
was familiarly known throughout the 
township of Elzevir, was a son of the 
late Thomas McCoy, who was drowned 
while returning from Ireland about 
1873, and was buried at sea. He was 
born on lot 16, 8rd con. Elzeyir, and 
this property was afterwards pur- 
chased from the estate by Mr, Arch. 
Thompson, now of Madoc. Samuel 
McCoy worked for many years for the 
Rathbun Company, and was always a 
trusted employee, He was 60 years of 
age at the time of his death. A 
brother Joseph also lives in some part 
of the State of Oregon, The despatch 
reads :— 

*Cathlamet Was yisited by the most 
disastrous fire in its history at an 
early hour this morning and in it two 
men were burned to death while asleep 
in their rooms in the upper story of 
the Columbia hotel, the leading build- 
ing of its kind in that city, The fire 


was discovered after one o'clock and 
before the alarm could be sounded to 
awake the occupants the entire strue- 
ture was amass of flames and those 
who did escape had some lucky exits 
and none were able to take with them 
any of their personal possessions. 
The two men, who were burned to 
death, evidently were suffocated by 
the smoke and never became con- 
scious after going to sleep. The men 
who lost.their lives were Colonel J. L. 
Seets, an inventor of logging supplies 
of some note, and Samuel McCoy, a 
logger. ‘he hotel building was com- 
pletely burned to the ground, and it 
was not known that the two men had 
been cremated until their charred re- 
mains were found in the smoldering 
embers.” \

VETERINARY WORK FOR DAIRYMEN 


If a man is going to raiso animals 
ond keep animals he needs to know 
something about ailments of animals. 
He must not think he Js a veterinary 
simply because he has this knowledge 
and a few instruments. Ho won't be 
within flve hundred miles of being one 
but he may be enabled to saye himself 
a lot of money loss in live stock year- 
ly by owning the instruments 1 will 
briefly mention, says Dr, C, D. Smead. 

A horse or cow may be bloated, If 
taken in time by simply using a rectal 
syringe made for horses and cattle a 
valuable animal's life may be saved. 
if the veterinary is depended upon it 
would be dead long before the veterin- 
ary could be had. 

Cows may havo an attack of parturi- 
ent apoplexy (milk fever) and dle be- 
fore a veterinary could be had when 
if the farmer has an air syringe milk 
fever device he can use it himself just 
as well as the veterinary and save his 
cow and the velarinary bills also, 

Cows will occasionally injure a quar- 
fer of an udder and some thick or 
stringy milk may be the result. Unless 
this can be milked out or got out of 
the udder in some way the result will 
be the loss of the quarter either by gar- 
get or cascous hardening of the quar- 
ter, Had the farmer a modern teat sy- 
ringe to wash out the milk cistern of 
the udder with warm water, with some 
common baking soda dissolved in it 
the quarter could have been saved, 

A cow may have clover bloat and 
die before the veterinary surgeon can 
get there, when if the farmer had had 
a trocar he could save her life.

POULTRY AND EGGS. 


Mr. Edward Brown, secretary of the 
National Poultry Organization Society, 
of England, has prepared an exhaustive 
review of the work of his Society, and 
of the poultry-keeping pursuit geneh- 
ally, during 1907, His remarks, on the 
Wholo, are encouraging, the year, in 
the Old Country, in spite of the cold and 
wet spring and summer, having wit 
nessed greater progress in the develop- 
ment of the pursuit than any preceding 
12 months since the Society was estab- 
lished. He states that on all hands 
there is evidence that more and better 
fowls are kept than ever before, and 
that farmers are paying more attention 
to this branch of live stock, that there 
1s an increasing number of specialists 
faking up the business on progressive 
lines, and that the demand for eggs 
and poultry increases rapidly, to an 
even greater extent than the supply. 
Steady increase in the number of fowls 
is anticipated wherever small holdings 
are formed. To obtain the best results 
of such development, however, the need 
for cooperative marketing will be in- 
creasingly manifest, and, therefore, 
every effort should be made to extend 
tle co-operative system where the con- 
ditions are favorable. Mr. Brown gives 
interesting figures, showing ‘the con4 
sumption of poultry and eggs in the 
United Kingdom, and the sources 
whence the supplies are drawn, ot 
the total of fifteen million pounds’ 
worth of eggs, nearly one-half is import- 
ed; but, of the four and a@ half million 
pounds’ worth of poultry, less than a 
million pounds’ worth comes from 
abroad, or, taking the aggregate of 
poultry and eggs, which amounts fo 
about twenty million pounds' worth 
sterling, eleven and a half million 
pounds’ worth is produced at home, 
as against liltle more than oight million 
pounds’ worth imported from the col- 
onies and foreign countries. 


Success of Salvation Army's Rat War 
in the Far East. 


A few months ago a stnail but deter 
mined detachment of English cats sail- 
ed from London for India to wage war 
against the rats which are regarded aos 
constiluling one of the most serious fac- 
tors in the spreading of the plague in 
that country, It was the Salvation 
Army that made the experiment, and 
now the first satisfactory results have- .

ORIENT SECRET TELEGRAPTIY. 
Strange Power of Communicating News 
Over Great Distances. 

The hope that the movement of troops 
against the Zakka Khels will prove “a 
regular surprise’ to these erring tribes- 
mén leaves oul of account: the mystic 
Oriental power of rapidly and secretly 
communicating news over vast dist- 

ances, says the Dundee Advertiser. 

An instance of this strange faculty 
was furnished during the Indian fron- 
tier expedition against the Waziris in 
1895. Seventy-five miles as the crow 
fles and 120 miles by mountain roads 
from the base at Sheik Budin the Brit- 
‘sh troops defeated the Waziris. Heavy 
mist preven‘ed the news of the success 
being heliographed until ‘the following 
day, when, communication being open- 
ed up, the British officer at Sheik Bu- 
cin anticipated the news of the victory 
by stating he had heen informed of ‘t 
by natives on the very evening of its 
occurrence, 

The most famous instance of this 
sort is nssociated with the assassination 
of Lord Mayo by a convict in the An- 
daman Islands. Within a few hours 
ef this murder an English official at 
Simla was told by his Pathan servant 
that the Viceroy was dead. Telegrams 
announcing the news did not arrive 
‘intil the next day.

Much nonsense has been spoken 
about the municipal government of 
Glasgow. ‘The assertion that “the cili- 
zens pay no taxes, there is no extreme 
poverly, and everything is free }ecause 
owned by the cily,’ is as fabulous as 
foolish, But municipal ownership  ex- 
ists in a large measure, its responsibili- 
lies aro met most creditably, and, the 
beneficent results are fully shared and 
appreciated by the citizens. The ex- 
penses of cily government and the taxes 
therefor are reduced to a minimum; and 
are much lower than such are in any 
cily which owns much less in America. 
The general tax is about $7 per $1,000 
on the assessed property valuation, 
which approximates as near as possible 
fo the real value of the property. Gas} 
cosis consumers forty-eight cents per 
1,000 cubic feel. Water costs the con- 
sumer ten cents per $5 rental and owner 


two cenls per $5 on assessed valuation 
of property, What strikes an Ameti- 
can most in investigating municipal 
affairs in the cily of Glasgow is the 
strong civic spirit which pervades every- 
one and everything connected with it 
from the lord provost to the piledriver 
in the new plant of the drainage depart- 
ment.

MODEL LODGING MOUSES. 


This high civic spirit is the secret of 
the success of municipal ownership in 
the cily. It simply means, we shall do 
our best for our city because it is ours;

And it 
is remarkable what this spirit is doing 
for all the citizens, but especially for 
the poor in the city. Interest in the 
man with the dinner pail and his fam- 
ily, is in evidence everywhere. The city 
owns properly which it either remodel- 
led or built into 2,000 laborers’ dwell- 
ings. ‘This, in itself, has had far-reach- 
ing influences upon better housing at 
reasonable rents for the worknig man. 
It also constructed and equipped seven 
model lodging-houses, which naturally 
destroyed the success and existence of 
many common lodging houses conducted 
by private enterprise, which were hot- 
beds of vice and crime, and also centres 
for propagaling disease. The seven 
houses give accommodation nigtilly. to 
2,430 persons. Each house is provided 
with a common dining-room, a kitchen 
with utensils and fire available for 
cooking at any hour of the day; and a 
provision store is attached to each 
house, excepling one, where uncooked 
food can be purchased at market 
prices. A large recreation room and 
ample bathing conveniences are also 
provided, and each lodger has a sepa- 
rate bed, with spring, mattress, pillow, 
sheets, blanket and bed mat, at a charge 
varying from seven cents to twelve 
cents per night. And what seems 
strange is, the enterprise is successful 
from a financial viewpoint, 


FAMILY HOME,

The city owns and operates a 
“Family Home,” conducted on what is 
commonly known .as the self-supporting 
and social seltlement plan, It was 
originally designed and equipped for 
the use of widows or widowers, belong- 
ing to the deserving working classes, 
who had children with no one to proper- 
ly care for them. ‘The “Home” contains 
160 bedrooms plainly but comfortably 
furnished, each capable of accommodat- 
ing one adult and three children, Tho 
rent of a bedroom, including light, heat, 
water, hot and cold, with the use of re- 
creation room, dining-room and kilt- 
chen, is $1.25 per week, and a bed for 
each additional child is found in ano- 
ther room at 16 cents per week.. Regu- 
lar meals are supplied at the lowest 
possible charges,.which may be guessed 
when we mention that each child is 
boarded at an average cost of 36 cents 
per week. Tifteen thousand people are 
thus helped daily to live independent, 
clean, healthful lives, who otherwise 
would be crowded to the wall in life's 
race, and trampled into absolute pover 
ty, misery and worse than death, Thero 
are also saved to the city, money, mor- 
als and men.

52 YEARS IN JAIL. 
Death in Geelong Prison of a Prison 
Record Holder. 


Death has just remitted a portion rf 
the last sentence inflicted on a crim- 
inal named Clark, a prisoner in Gee- 
long jail, Victoria, wriles a Sydney 
correspondent, He is believed to have 
held the record for length of imprison- 
ment. 

He was transported to Tasmania be 
tween 40 and 50 years ago for an offen t 
committed in England. In due course 
he got his ticket-of-leave, and after that 
he carnea a series of sentences totalling 
51 years. The following was the order, 
{he figures representing years: 7, 7, 2, 
f, 3, 3, 3, 5, 10, 6. In addition, there 
were two Police Court sentences of six 
months each, His offences ranged from 
burglary to passing spurious coin. 

A friend of Clark's, one Williams, an 
expert in “ringing the changes,” has 
recently been sent to Pentridge jail 
again, after a six months’ spell of lib- 
erly. This is the longest period of in- 
dividual responsibility that he has en- 
joyed since he was first sentenced in 
1867, His sentences aggregate 42 yenrs. 
Both he and Clark were models of good 
conduct in prison, and invariably claim- 
ed the maximum amount of remission.

TESTING DIAMONDS. 


Which Spurious 
Picked Out. 


Prick a needle hole through a card, 
and look at it through the doubtful 
stone. If the stone is spurious, two 
holes will be seen on the card; if it is 
e diamond, only one hole will be visi- 
ble, for every other stone at all resemb- 
ling the diamond gives a double reflec- 
tion, 

This method is also made use of for 
determining an uncertain stone. If the 
finger is placed behind it and looked 
at through the stone with a magnifier, 
the grain of the skin will be plainly 
visible if the stone is not a diamond, 
but otherwise it will not be distinguish- 
able at all, 

A diamond in a solid settling may be 
identified In the same way; if genuine, 
the setting at the back cannot be dis- 
tinguished, but of a false stone, either 
the foil or the setting may be plainly 
seen.

Its Ancient Popularity Revived in Recent 
Years, 

Common sea water, which 
ago was a popular remedy in sickness, 
has revived its usefulness lately. 

In addition to common salt sea water 
contains many important mineral sub- 
stances, the total solid matter amount- 
ing to 3.2 to 3,8 per cont, Sea water 
has been given with good results in 
cases of dyspepsia, loss of appetite and 
tuberculosis.

Deposits of Wolframite Found in Cen- 
tyal Provinco, 


“New India,” concerning which so 
much is heard in these days, has other 
and perhaps more important features 
than mere political ones, Already in 
a4 country for so long solely dependent 
on agriculture may be seen the begin- 
ning of an industrial development un- 
dreamt of one generation ago, and no- 
where, perhaps, is the development 
more striking than in the central pro- 


vinces, a tract which down to recent 
years was almost purely agricultural. 
The Central Provinces, of course, 


are particularly well endowed with 
mineral resources, The development 
of the manganese industry is perhaps 
the most striking feature of the last 
decade, But important as is the dis- 
cayery of manganese, another discoy- 
ery may proye more important still. 

Mr, Kellerschom, a mining engineer, 
some time ago obtained a concession 
of part of the Village of Agar;jaon, 
with a view to manganese. Agargaon 
is situated some twenty-five miles 
south-east of Nagpur. He has employ- 
ee: digging in a band of mica schist 
rock, that traverses the village, and 
discovered a number of rocks of heavy 
mineral which, on being examined by 
the Geological Survey of Calcutta was 
found to consist of wolframite. 

This wolframite differs in appearance 
and constitution from the best-known 
specimens, but it yields on analysis no 
lers than 4 per cent. of tungstle acid, 
which is equal to that contained in the 
best ores of Calcutta. The existence 
of wollramite in Agargaon has been 
proved in numerous stringers at inter- 
vals extending over a length of 1,400 
feet, and it has been found at the oppo- 
site ends of the mica schist rock ten 
miles apart from each other, 

Should the mineral be as persistent 
at great depths as in the United States, 
where it is mined at a depth of 0 
feet, the deposit will be a very vyalu- 
able one indeed, It is believed jhat it 
will be found at great depths,

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MANY USES FOR TEA. 


In Circulation as Mcney in Central Asia 
—Fuel and Fodder. 


In China tea leaves are used in sweep- 
ing floors, but this does not end their 
utilitarian purposes, In regions where 
fuel is scarce the refuse leaves are 
pressed into bricks, dried and used in 
the same manner as blocks of peat. This 
fuel is particularly prized for pork cur- 
ing—and the tea cured or tea smoked 
meal is to the Chinese what beech nul 
and sugar cured bacon and ham are 
fous. The ashes from the fucl are used 
as ‘a fertilizer, says the Scientific Ameri- 
can, 

But even before {ts use as fuel the 
refuse tea serves another purpose, ‘The 
leaves are vigorously stewed or allow- 
éd to steep in cold waler, in order to 
recover the fannic acid which they con- 
tain (about 12 per cent,). This is used 
in tanning leather and in dyeing tex- 
tiles, If gives a fine, permanent nul 
brown color, requires no mordant and 
is unaffected by sunlight, bleaching or 
washing, 

Somelimes the refuse tea leaves are 
used as fodder for farm slock—at least 
providing bulk if nol much nutvition, 
Again, they may be dried, mixed with 
the low grade, fuctitiously scented toas 
of commerce, and are then known as 
“Ve te he decoction resulling from 
such tea cannot be far superior to one 
niade from the common hay with which 
we ore all acquainted, 

The queerest’ use to which brick tea 
has ever been put in the Orient is in 
the cupacity of money, It is still in 
circulation a8 a medium of exchange 
in the fariniand Chinese towns and cen 
tral Asiun marls and bazaars, soulhward 
fo the Pomirs end Tibet and northward 
across Mongolia to the Siberian frontier, 

Belween the Mongolian town of U 
and the Siberian town of Kinkta there 
i: usually as much hulf a million 
trels of this money in circulation, At 
the latier ploce it censes to be used vs 
currency, und enters into the regular 
brick tea trade of Siberia and TRussia, 
As brick tca itis largely used in the Rus

A delicate dessert is Apple Snow. 
Apples for this should not be pared; 
they are so much nicer when the skins 
are left; core and quarter three or four 
large, lurt apples; stew in a little water 
until perfectly tender, press through a 
fine sieve; beat stiff the whites of as 
many eggs os (here are apples and add a 
cup of powdered sugar for each half 
dozen; beat again, then pul in the apples 
and beal lo a snow. Pile in a glass dish 
und serve with custard made of the egg 
yolks, milk and sugar to taste. Pour 
over the apple snow as served, or it may 
bo poured around it, in the large dish, 
making a-pretly dessert. 

Corned Beef Hash.—Take one pint of 
ceoked potatoes, one tablespoonful of 
butler, one half-cupful of milk or water, 
and salt and pepper. Chop the potatoes 
and meat separately, seasoning cach 
when chopped, Mix beef and potatoes 
together. Pour the milk in a frying pan 
with half of the bulter, when warm turn 
in the hash, spreading it evenly, and 
place the rest of the butter, cul in pieces, 
on top. Cover the pan and place it where 
the hash will cook slowly for half an 
hour, ‘Then there should be a rich, thick 
crust on the bottom, Do not stir the 
hash, Mold it the same as an omelet and 
placo it in a warm platter, This slow 
process of heating the hash gives it a 
fuyor that cannot be oblained by hur- 
ried cooking.

The cause of the scanty amount of 
clothing being found in the house was 
owing to the fact that a large amount 
of it had been taken out and buried 
after his wife's death, He maintained 
that he did all he could to provide for 
his family.
